The Council have further unanimously de- 
cided that the price for milk paid by a 
distributor 14 the holder of a producer's 
licence shall be ls. per gallon in respect ol 
Grade B and Grade C milk, and not less 
than ls.

A. Where the milk is bottled on a farm a 
further. inent of not less than lid. per 
allon shall be made to the farmer by the 
distithetor, who shall supply the producer 
with bottles and caps. ; 
Certain maximum rates for carriage of milk 
from the farm to the distributor's premises 
have also been fixed by the Council.

TO AVOID UNCERTAINTY 


In determining to fix prices for the period 
of a year, the Council has been, in particular, 
influenced by the following considerations :— 

1. lt will give producers an assurance 
of a price for their milk over a prolonged 
period, and will avoid the uncertauity 
with which producers would have been 
faced if one price had been fixed for the 
winter and this price had then been sub- 
ject to reconsideration next spring. 

2. It is in tha interest of consumers, 
because it will avoid a rise in the price 
of milk during the winter to the level 
which would otherwise have been neces- 
sary. It is also believed that a level 
price all the year round “will do more to 
encourage eonsumption of milk than a 
high price in the winter-and a low price 
in the summer. . ae 

3. It will facilitate the administration 
of the Act by enabling contracts to be 
made for a period of a year, and will 
avoid the necessity for frequent contracts 
being made between producers and dis- 
tributors.
